A Newark man has been indicted 
by the Licking County grand jury on 
10 counts of three sex charges. 

John R. Purtell, 33, of 11 Target 
SL, was indicted Wednesday on two 
counts of corruption of a minor, 
three counts of gross sexual .

imposition. 

The indictment alleges Purtell was 
sexuaiiy involved with five boys, two 
less than 13 years old and three over 
the age of 12, but under 15. The 
incidents reportedly occurred at 
various times between 1986 and this 
year. 

A press release issued by Licking 
County Prosecutor Robert Becker 
last week said the boys were 
members of a local boy's 
organization or associated with 
members of the organization. 

Purtell was allegedly involved 
with the organization, but Becker 
and Newark police investigators 
have declined to name the 
organization, saying it is not 
relevant to the case. Becker said to 
name the group would be unfair to 
the organization. 

Purtell is currently in the county 
jail under a 510,000 ail cash bond set 
in Municipal Court June 3. He is 
expected to appear for a Common 
Pleas Court bond hearing during 
arraignments Friday morning.
